Marines made a hit-and-run land­ 
ing on Makin in August, 1942, killing 
at least 80 of the enemy and de­ 
stroying seaplane installations and 
two seaplanes before withdrawing. 
They were led by Ll. Col. Evans F. 
Carlson and Lt, Col. James Roose­ 
velt. son of the President, who was 
then a major and second In com­ 
mand.
